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Helping to make birthdays a 
whole lot happier with a cake 

Disadvantaged youngsters who would otherwise go without get a boost from bakers

A BIRTHDAY cake means a lot 
when it comes to a child’s birth¬ 
day. 

And for the past four years a 
team of Harlow bakers have been 
working to provide over 200 cakes 
to disadvantaged children who 
may not otherwise get one. 

Free Cakes for Kids is a nation¬ 
al concept founded in Oxford by 
Henriette Lundgren in 2008 and 
over the last ten years has grown 
to almost 60 baking groups across 
the country - including one in 
Harlow. 

The initiative in Harlow was set 
up by Emily Cross -a probation¬ 
ary PC for Essex Police, who said 
she became bored while on mater¬ 
nity leave with her second child. 

“I didn’t really feel like I was 
doing anything,” she said. “My 
eldest was three and my youngest 
was one and it was their birthday 
coming up - they share a birthday. 
Because [my eldest] was three, 
she didn’t know birthdays equal 
birthday presents - all she was 
excited about was having this big 
Beauty and the Beast cake. 

“So for that party rather than, 
say, bring presents, we just bring 
donations for the food bank. 

“And it was a really sweet party 
and it was lovely to hand over this 
big bundle of food. 

“When I realised her interest 
was more in this cake - not 
presents. It made me think how

much that kind of element of a 
birthday means to a kid.” 

Emily said that by chance she 
had seen Free Cakes for Kids on 
Twitter and, knowing how 
important a birthday cake was to 
her own daughter, launched the 
Harlow project at the same time 
she went back to work. 

Free Cakes for Kids Harlow has 
grown after the last four years 
and is a team of around 40 bakers, 
who together have baked more 
than 200 cakes for children who 
are referred through organisa¬ 
tions that are aware of families 
in a time of crisis. 


The group have occasionally 
baked birthday cakes for elderly 
people, although their main focus 
is to bake for children. 

Emily continued: “At the 
moment we predominantly bake 
for children in the Safer Places 
refuges. I think there are three in 
Harlow but we’ve also expanded a 
bit so we cover some children into 
Hertfordshire and towards 
Chelmsford as well via Safer 
Places. 

“We get a lot of referrals from 
the food bank, so if the family 
have had to depend on a hand out 
of food within about four to six 


weeks of the birthday then we 
would bake a cake for that child if 
the parent wished.” 

Birthday cakes made include 
make-up cakes, dinosaurs, pir¬ 
ates, unicorns and plenty of Dis¬ 
ney’s Frozen themed cakes - to 
name just a few. 

“There’s about 40 bakers - that 
sounds like a lot but people some¬ 
times only want to bake once 
whereas some people bake all the 
time,” added Emily. 

“We’ve people who’ve just done 
one once and they say they’re 
happy with that and then there’s 
some that are never-ending. 


“Free Cakes for Kids is not 
about a professional cake, it’s 
about hobby bakers making a 
cake with love in their own kit¬ 
chen. My favourite cakes are the 
ones that are obviously 
homemade but clearly lovely.” 

Emily says that balancing her 
work with the police and Free 
Cakes for Kids can be difficult. 

“It is crazy,” she said. “It is 
sometimes very difficult. There’s 
a lot of winging it because I’ve got 
two children as well. 

“I was late for college one day 
because I had to drop a cake off 
and I couldn’t find the address. 


“So I rang them and said ‘I’m 
just going to be late because I’m 
trying to deliver this cake and I 
can’t find the house’ but they were 
really happy with the cake after¬ 
wards.”

Tributes 


Billy Mitchell devoted 
his life to his boys, 
family and friends 


paid to 
dad who 
drowned 
in pond

A HARLOW dad of two spent an 
evening with friends before he 
drowned in a woodland pond, an 
inquest heard. 

The body of 26-year-old Billy 
Mitchell was found in a wooded 
area of Church End, Harlow, on 
February 10. 

On Monday, July 16, an inquest 
into Mr Mitchell’s death took 
place at Essex Coroner’s Court 


in Chelmsford. 

The court heard that he had 
consumed alcohol and drugs - 
including cocaine - hours before 
his death. 

After leaving a property in 
Church End between 2.30am and 
3am, Mr Mitchell was heading for 
the main road when he fell into a 
nearby pond and drowned. 

Detective inspector David 
Browning, of Essex Police, 
described the area cordoned off by 
officers as a “small wooded area 



with a pond next to it and a 
bridge”. 

He added: “[There is] no light¬ 
ing at all. The time of night when

Billy left the property it would 
have been dark.” 

The court heard that Mr 
Mitchell had “left a warm house 
[and] gone out into a cold winter’s 
night”, where the only lighting 
would have been from the main 
road that he was walking 
towards. 

It had also rained that evening 
and was lightly drizzling when 
police discovered his body. 

Witnesses reported seeing at 
least four police cars and two 
ambulances in the residential 
area in the hours after Mr 
Mitchell’s body was discovered. 

Forensic pathologist Dr Ben¬ 
jamin Swift recorded the medical 
cause of death as drowning, with 
alcohol and drugs noted as con¬ 
tributing factors. 

Officers 

A police investigation found no 
third party involvement, with 
officers not treating the death as 
suspicious. 

However, the court heard that if 
“fresh evidence” were to come to 
light then this would be invest¬ 
igated. 

Having heard all the evidence, 
senior coroner Caroline Beasley- 
Murray recorded an open con¬ 
clusion - rejecting both suicide 
and accident as causes of death. 

Mrs Beasley-Murray expressed 
her condolences and stated that 
she hoped Mr Mitchell’s family 
could think back to their happy 
memories with him. 

She reiterated the words of Mr 
Mitchell’s mum who said: “He 
was a very loving, caring, devoted 
dad and son. 

“He had a lot to live for and lived 
it fully.” 


The Essex Police statement 
following Mr Mitchell’s death 


a SPOKESPERSON from Essex 
Police said: “We were called to 
reports of a man’s body in a 
pond in the Church End area of 
Harlow at around 10.30am on 


Saturday, February 10. 

“We attended and, sadly, a 
man was found deceased. The 
death is not being treated as 
suspicious.” 



A tribute to Billy Mitchell 


SPEAKING shortly after Mr 
Mitchell’s death, his brother, 
Matthew Benge, said: “Billy was 
a kind, funny and loving man 
that would do anything for 
anyone. 

“He was a devoted father to 
two little boys and would move 


mountains to make sure they 
were happy. 

“He dedicated his whole life 
to his boys, family and friends. 

“Billy touched a lot of 
people’s hearts and this has 
devastated the family and his 
friends. 


“No words can describe how 
much he’ll be missed and 
nothing will ever fill the void that 
has hit our lives. 

“There won’t be a day that 
goes by that we won’t think of 
you Billy - you’ll always be my 
little brother, we love you.”

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‘I just want to be safe’ says 72-year-old tenant with series of health problems 



Cancer sufferer worried over 


state of council home garden

AN elderly woman diagnosed 
with cancer says she has been 
fighting to fix the “dangerous” 
garden of her council home which 
includes a fallen wall, broken tiles 
and uneven pavement. 

Sheila Robinson, 72, who is dis¬ 
abled, moved into her home in 
Commonfields, Harlow, having 
moved from her home in Shep¬ 
pards about seven years ago due 
to spores on the walls. 

Bricks from a fallen wall in the 
garden have now been stacked up 
at the back, near a patio that is 
said to become slippery when wet 
and tiling that is both broken and 
wobbly. 

The bricks of the walls she said 
had “dropped off” on her feet, 
prompting her son, who is also 
disabled, to move them to the back 
of the garden. 

Sheila claims the uneven sur¬ 
faces and trying to get out of the 
front of her property have caused 


about £450 worth of damage to her 
mobility scooter and she is set to 
receive a replacement next 
month. 

Sheila, who has been diagnosed 
with malignant breast cancer, suf¬ 
fers from a number of mobility 
problems including osteoarthrit¬ 
is and bursitis, which means she 
needs injections in her hip. 

She also recently had an oper¬ 
ation on her eye on Friday, July 
6. 

“You can see it’s dangerous out 
here,” she said. 

“I just want to be safe. I don’t 
want Buckingham Palace - I just 
want to be safe. 

“I’ve got breast cancer, blood 
pressure. I’ve got thyroid, cho¬ 
lesterol, blood clots on my lungs 
and I take cancer pills of a night. 

“I worry about the blood things 
because if I fall over I could have a 
bleed and I don’t want that.” 

Sheila added that she has 
tripped a number of times in her 
garden but thankfully hasn’t had 
a serious fall. 


“I’m supposed to have a handle 
for the slope - but I’ve never got 
one,” she said. 

“I have tripped lots of times out 
there but God forbid I’ve always 
managed to grab hold of either the 
shed or somewhere because I am 
very weak on my feet.” 

Sheila said a council gardener 
who had come to cut down an 
overgrown cherry tree had spot¬ 
ted the dangers - warning her 
about walking on the tiles. 

Tiles 

She said: “When he came to 
take it down he said ‘you don’t 
walk on those tiles in the 
winter’. 

“I said ‘no they are deadly,’ and 
he said ‘please don’t because you 
will fall and smash your head’. 

“And that was the gardener - 
from the council that does the 
trees.” 

Alongside the problems in the 
garden, the front step and her 
front door are misaligned, mean¬ 
ing all access to and from the 


property is via the back gate. 

However if the step was cor¬ 
rected, other work would need to 
be done to the front paving in 
order to enable Shelia to man¬ 
oeuvre her mobility scooter to the 
back gate. 

Sheila said she has been in 
touch “week in, week out” with 
Harlow Council to ask for help 
making the garden safer. 

And although initially she said 
she was told the front and the 
back would be done, she has 
claimed she was later told there 
was not enough money for both. 

She continued: “I had a letter 
recently saying they [the council] 
would be doing the back and the 
front. 

“The man came out of the blue 
and he said we’re not doing the 
back and I said ‘what do you 
mean, you’re not doing the back? 
It’s dangerous.’ 

“Anyway he turned it round the 
other way - he can’t do the front 
now, but he can concrete just a 
little bit of the back.” 


Harlow Council, according to 
Shelia, has offered to concrete a 
flat square for her mobility scoot¬ 
er - but not the rest of the garden 
or the front area. 

“This isn’t my property I don’t 
want something posh, I just want 
something safe for me in the 
home,” she added. 

“I’m a fighter -1 like to fight for 
things that are right because 
there’s only ever been me so I’ve 
always had to fight my own 
corner. 

Unfair 

“But when the next person 
moves in I don’t want them to 
have to put up with what I’ve put 
up with because it’s unfair.”

“This is how I’ve become, my 
neighbour always says ‘I didn’t 
think you was in’. 

“I’m sat here with the curtains 


and everything drawn because I 
want to shut the world out.” 

A spokesman for Harlow Coun¬ 
cil said: “We treat the health and 
safety of our tenants very ser¬ 
iously. 

“We have advised Sheila to con¬ 
tact Essex County Council Adult 
Social Care so a qualified occu¬ 
pational therapist can assess the 
front of the property and make 
suitable recommendations for 
improvement. 

“This is a service the county 
council provide and residents can 
self-refer to the service. 

“Much of the landscaping with¬ 
in the rear garden has not been 
provided by the council, therefore 
it is unlikely that we will be able 
to carry out any work. 

“However we will consider any 
recommendations made or con¬ 
cerns noted by the occupational 
therapist. 

“A housing officer will contact 
Sheila and they will visit her to 
provide any further advice and 
assistance she may need.”

A BURST water main caused 
travel disruption and forced 
school closures in Harlow on 
Thursday of last week (July 12).

However Pear Tree Mead 
announced later in the morning 
that they were reopening and that 
children were being brought into 
school. 

A spokesperson for Affinity 
Water said: “Where it has been 
necessary to excavate the area we 
will continue to work with local 
highways authorities to return 
the road surface area to normal 
and ensure that the road or foot¬ 
way is safe for all vehicle and 
pedestrian traffic. 

“This may mean that we have to 
maintain the site and necessary 
traffic management until this is 
the case.

A PLAYING field and former gar¬ 
age site could be used to develop a 
cluster of council housing if plans 
are to be approved. 

A plan has been submitted to 
build residential homes at a 
former garage site off Tawneys 
Road, between Harlow’s Bushey 
Croft and Rushes Mead, which 
backs onto an open area of land. 

The plan is for 16 affordable 
homes comprising of six two-bed¬ 
room and ten three-bedroom 
houses on the land between 
Bushey Croft and Rushes Mead. 

Harlow Council commissioned 
Architecture and Design Services 
Ltd in March 2012 to explore the 
development potential of a num¬ 
ber of redundant garage sites in 
providing additional housing. 

Architecture and Design Ser¬ 
vices Ltd then produced two “feas¬ 
ibility studies” detailing two 
proposals. 


The planning document reads: 
“The first of these options set out 
a proposal to develop just the area 
of hard-standing which forms the 
footprint of the old garage site and 
the second option encompassed 
the open land beyond the site.” 

Both sites are said to be “accept¬ 
able in principle” although vari¬ 
ous comments have been made 
about the design and detail of the 
proposed developments. 

Pre-application advice has 


revealed that building on the gar¬ 
age land alone is problematic and 
could prejudice future develop¬ 
ment on the land behind it. 

As part of a policy included in 
the Adopted Replacement Plan, it 
states that planning permission 
on a site such as this will be 
granted if three criteria are met. 

These include not having an 
unacceptable adverse effect on 
the character of the locality, street 
scene and amenities. 



Similarly, that off-street park¬ 
ing and access arrangements can 
be provided for existing and pro¬ 
posed dwellings in line with the 
Essex Design Guide and adopted 
Vehicle Parking Standards. 

And finally that the develop¬ 
ment does not prejudice the 
potential for the development of 
adjacent land. 

While it would result in the 
removal of unallocated parking, 
option one has been discarded in 


favour of developing the whole 
site - subject to further devel¬ 
opment to address comments. 

But a large unallocated parking 
provision at the front of the site is 
expected to be retained. 

The former garage site is used 
for parking - particularly by par¬ 
ents and carers of the nearby Wil¬ 
liam Martin C of E Junior, Infant 
and Nursery School. 

While the suggested develop¬ 
ment is seen within the wider 


character of Bushey Croft and 
Rushes Mead and will respond to 
its character, the new housing 
would have its own sense of iden¬ 
tity, according to the application. 

The proposal concludes: “The 
development would make good 
use of the site providing addi¬ 
tional, formal, parking to help 
address an existing under pro¬ 
vision whilst also creating a small 
cluster of attractive, council 
owned, family homes.”

CASTING agents are looking spe¬ 
cifically for women with no acting 
experience around Waltham 
Cross and Harlow for a BBC fea¬ 
ture film.

HAVING read the article on 
page 20 of July 5. 

I think there is some 
confusion as I can remember 
that there were in fact two 
rockets fell on different 
dates, the first was the one 
that fell in Parndon Woods 
this where the Crematorium 
is now located and I visited 
that site shortly after it had 
exploded, access was from 
Rye Hill Road. 

This was allegedly to have 
been the very first V2 to have 
been fallen. 

The second fell in the 
cricket field at Great 
Parndon the location being 
between the Three Horse 
Shoes Public House and The 
Priory.

THE BIG QUESTION: 

How can local council's get ready for 
the implications of Brexit?

BREXIT can provide a 
platform for local councils to 
advocate for greater powers 
and better funding deals. 
This point is especially 
important considering the 
proposed changes to 
business rates. Under 
current plans, local 
government is to become 
more economically ‘self- 
sufficient’, with the 
government planning to 
terminate local authorities’ 
Revenue Support Grant by 
2020 and implementing 100 
per cent business rates 
retention. This will mean 
that local councils will 
directly rely on the business 
rates from local businesses. 

In its manifesto, the 
Government pledged to 
create a UK Shared 
Prosperity Fund to replace 
the money local areas 
currently receive from the 
European Union. Much of 
the debate on the impact of 
Brexit on local government 


THEY cannot properly of 
course, like every other 
organisation in the UK, 
because no one, including 
the Government, seems to 
know what is happening. 
After all, the 58 assessments 
on the impact of Brexit on all 
aspects of British life have 
been available to MPs in 
Parliament, in a special 
reading room, since 
February. But only 86 MPs 
have bothered to go and 
read them, as disclosed to 
Gina Miller in a freedom of 
information request. What 
are the other 564 doing? 

The main issue is that 
from the point of leaving the 


has rightly focussed on EU 
funding. But there are a 
whole host of other areas 
that are likely to impact on 
how local government 
functions after we leave the 
European Union. 

For example, just the other 
week the LGA highlighted 
that leaving the EU gave the 
UK the opportunity to 
improve current food 
labelling legislation. By 
making traffic light labelling 
on food and drink 
mandatory after Brexit, we 
could help people make 
more informed choices. This 
would help tackle the obesity 
crisis we face as a nation. 

Good air quality is vital for 
our health and quality of life 
as well as the environment. 
Air pollution is linked to 
40,000 early deaths in the UK 
each year, so it is imperative 
that the UK target must be at 
least as ambitious as those in 
the EU. Meanwhile, 
changing rules around 


EU there is a potential £8.4 
billion UK-wide funding gap 
for local government, 
currently provided by the 
European Investment Bank. 
From March we are no 
longer eligible for this. 

The Local Government 
Association, in a statement 
dated 11 fune said: “ The 
Government should set out 
how it will make equivalent 
lending alternatives to the 
EIB available in England 
after Brexit.”

HARLOW Council is aware 
that Brexit will impact on 
our services in a number of 
ways.

A concern however is 
employment conditions.

A close-up look at a deadly rocket 


YESTERYEAR has received a 
letter from a volunteer at the 
Royal Gunpowder Mills in 
response to our feature in 
the June 21 edition about the 
devastation caused by a V2 
rocket in the final stages of 
the Second World War. 

John Wilson, of The 
Hornbeams, Harlow, writes: 
“I was interested in your V2 
article and wondered if you 
would be interested in the 
attached photos of a V2 
motor from a rocket that 
broke up without exploding 
on January 23, 1945. 

“It landed on Skillet Farm, 
south of Waltham Abbey, 
roughly where junction 26 of 
the M25 now is. For anyone 
that is interested, it’s on 
display in our rocket 
exhibition at the Royal 
Gunpowder Mills, along with 
its distant cousin, the 
Stentor. 

“Another motor on display 
is a Stentor, developed for 
the Blue Steel Stand-Off (or 
what would be called today, 
a cruise missile), carried by 
our V Bombers - the Victor, 
Valiant and Vulcan, between 
1954 and 1960. 

“The Stentor, although 
similar to the V2, has a 
shorter range of 150 miles 
and a speed of 2,000mph, 
being dropped from the V 
Bomber close to a chosen 
target, but allowing the 
bomber to turn away and get 
clear of the nuclear blast. 

“The Stentor was built by 
Armstrong Siddeley and was 
designed with the 
collaboration of German 
scientists captured at the 
end of the war.” 

It was on September 8, 

1944 that one of the first V2 
rockets to explode on British 
soil killed several pigeons 
and rabbits at Parndon 
woods on the outskirts of 
Harlow. 

The first of Hitler’s new 
secret weapons was 
described in 1993 in the 
Harlow Star: 

“The resulting explosion 
from this 2,2001b high 
explosive warhead was so 
immense that roofing tiles 
were ripped from homes and 
windows were shattered. 
Even a middle-aged widow 
was thrown off her feet by 
the explosion. 

“The crater left behind by 
the blast was 23 feet in 
diameter and six feet deep - 
no larger than that of the 
smallest bombs dropped in 
Britain. What made the V2 so 
deadly, however, was that it 
was the first long-range 
ballistic missile ever devised 
and possessed the ability to 
even breakthrough the 
sound barrier.”

The remains of this first V2 
rocket are in the care of 
Harlow Museum to this day. 
It was the weapon Hitler 
believed to be the key that 
would lead to his victory in 
the Second World War.

THE Gallery at Parndon Mill 
is showing an exhibition of 
work by a diverse group of 
contemporary artists who 
have come together to 
explore printmaking in the 
inspiring setting of Parndon 
Mill. 

They have been attending 
classes given by Tania Scott 
Durrant in her studio at the 
gallery, not only learning the 
various techniques of 
printmaking, but also 
forming bonds and being 
inspired by one another. 

As a group they have 
produced a body of work of 
an exceptionally high 
standard. Each artist has 
made a personal 
contribution, but a common 
denominator and a sense of 
community may be 
discerned. Tania describes 
this as “happenstance” - a 
chance meeting, especially 
one with a good result. 

Some of Tania’s own work 
is included in the exhibition. 
She produces fine art prints 
which quite often 
incorporate a variety of print 
disciplines in an attempt to 
capture the fragile 
atmosphere of the ever 
changing English landscape, 
particularly at dawn. 


She loves the richness and 
depth of multimedia prints 
and has been known to 
remove what she thought 
was a finished print from its 
frame, to re print, paint or 
collage another layer on top. 
At the moment she is 
experimenting with 
combining the subtle 
atmospheric etching marks 
created by spit bite etching 
with the flat block shapes 
created using a lino plate. 

Tania combines her love of 
fine art printmaking with her 
other great passion which is 
teaching. She teaches art 
workshops throughout the 
south east, where she 
thoroughly enjoys passing on 
to her students her 
enthusiasm for learning new 
techniques and disciplines 
for her art form. 

Happenstance is an 
impressive exhibition that 
began on June 28 and will 
continue until August 5. It is 
hard to believe that it is the 
work of students who had no 
prior experience of 
printmaking before 
attending classes here. The 
prints and their presentation 
look entirely professional. It 
is a joy to look at and should 
not be missed.

HOTEL ARTEMIS (15) ★★★★★ 

STYLE confidently trumps substance in Drew 
Pearce’s intriguing dystopian thriller about a 
secret membership-only hospital for the 
criminal fraternity. 

Set during a sweltering summer of civil unrest 
in futuristic Los Angeles, Hotel Artemis dazzles 
with expertly choreographed fight sequences 
and pithy one-liners 

The writer-director is aided by a mesmerising 
lead performance from Jodie Foster as the 
agoraphobic clinician in charge of the hospital, 
who has spent 22 torturous years within its 
cracked walls and self-medicates to numb the 
pain of her devastating loss. 

Shuffling down dimly lit corridors or staring 
forlornly into the camera with haunted, sunken 
eyes, the Oscar-winning actress captures the 
desolation of a broken woman who is at the 
beck and call of her members, but seldom 
permits herself to forge lasting connections. 

When one of the other characters eventually 
breaks down her defences, rage and grief pour 
out of her like molten lava, threatening to burn 
her home to the ground and everyone inside it. 

Meanwhile, outside the clinic it’s June 2028 
and Los Angeles is a tinderbox of incendiary 
emotions. 

A shadowy corporation has turned off the 
city’s water supply, sparking days of riots. 

While baton-wielding police keep the angry 
horde at bay, Sherman (Sterling K Brown) and 
brother Lev (Brian Tyree Henry) orchestrate a 
bank heist, culminating in a gunfight with 
armed officers. 

Lev takes a potentially fatal bullet and 
Sherman rushes his sibling to Hotel Artemis, 
run by The Nurse (Foster) and her hulking 
assistant, Everest (Dave Bautista). 

Entry to this mouldering bolthole demands 
acceptance of 10 ground rules - “no fighting 
with or killing other patients” is top of the list - 
and residents are given geographical 
codenames for the duration of their stay. 

Consequently, Sherman and Lev become 
Waikiki and Honolulu. 

When sadistic underworld boss The Wolf King 
(Jeff Goldblum) is unexpectedly rushed to the 
hospital by his jittery heir apparent (Zachary 
Quinto), other patients prepare to make a hasty 
recovery. 

Hotel Artemis is a blood-smeared bauble, 
polished to a deceptive lustre by an excellent 
ensemble cast. 

Pearce conjures a vivid alternate reality in 
which bad men and women use their ill-gotten 
gains to repeatedly cheat death. 

The filmmaker is aided by grungy production 
design and South Korean cinematographer 
Chung Chung-hoon, who revels in the decaying 
grandeur of the central location. 

Foster’s searing performance is 
complemented by a tender brotherly bond 
between Brown and Henry, and the bristling 
menace of Bautista as an orderly. 

The promised prescription of thrills and spills 
delivers only a fleeting high.

MAMMA MIA! HERE WE GO 
AGAIN (PG) ★★★★★ 

I had a dream that writer- 
director 01 Parker’s sequel 
to the feel-great ABBA 
jukebox musical Mamma 
Mia! would recapture the 
giddy abandon of the first film, 
which smashed box office 
records in the summer of 2008 
and had me dancing with 
fellow audience members of 
my local multiplex. 

Mamma Mia! Here We Go 
Again doesn’t quite achieve the 
same intoxicating sense of 
nostalgia-drenched delirium. 

In a sing-off with The Great 
Showman, this bittersweet 
return to the sun-kissed Greek 
island of Kalokairi comes off 
second best to the razzle 
dazzle of Hugh Jackman and 
his kaleidoscopic circus of 
melodic misfits. 

However, when all is said 
and done, Parker’s film is 
hard-wired to entertain with a 
comforting recipe of glossy 
song and dance numbers, 
saucy humour, simmering 
romance and Oscar winner 
Meryl Streep ripping the hearts 
out of chests as she mines the 
raw emotion of Benny 
Andersson and Bjorn Ulvaeus’s 
lyrics. 

The first film gleefully 
plundered 20 sparkling gems 


the sun again 


from the ABBA songbook, 
including a rousing full cast 
rendition of Waterloo over the 
end credits bedecked in 
straining spandex and sequins. 

Considerably fewer classics 
remain for Parker to tap for the 
second picture including a 
sweet, heartfelt The Name Of 
The Game (cut from the 
original Mamma Mia!) and 
duets of One Of Us and 
Knowing Me, Knowing You 
staged as tear-stained break¬ 
ups. 

Consequently, Mamma Mia! 
Here We Go Again relies on the 
Swedish pop group’s lesser 
known album tracks to reflect 
characters’ whirling emotions, 


interspersed with euphoric 
reprises of Dancing Queen, 
Super Trouper and the title 
track. 

The addition of Cher as 
Streep’s impeccably coiffed 
mother is a masterstroke. 

From the moment we hear 
the thrum of the chart-topping 
diva’s private helicopter 
approaching Kalokairi, Parker’s 
film cranks up the volume on 
our pleasure to 11 and blows 
the roof off the taverna with 
her rapturous interpretation of 
Fernando with fellow 
newcomer Andy Garcia. 

These final 15-20 minutes, 
when the full cast is reunited 
on the island idyll, are on the

money, money, money. 

The sequel’s perfunctory 
narrative finds Sophie Sheridan 
(Amanda Seyfried) nervously 
preparing for the grand 
opening of Hotel Bella Donna, 
aided by suave manager 
Fernando Cienfuegos (Andy 
Garcia) and her architect father 
Sam (Pierce Brosnan). 

Her husband Sky (Dominic 
Cooper) will miss the festivities 
because he is working in New 
York and her two remaining 
fathers, Harry (Colin Firth) and 
Bill (Stellan Skarsgard), are 
stuck in Tokyo and Stockholm 
respectively. 

Thankfully, her mother’s best 
friends Tanya (Christine 
Baranski) and Rosie (Julie 
Walters) are on hand to allay 
Sophie’s nerves. They 
encourage Sophie to look to 
the past for courage. 

Cue flashbacks to the young 
Donna (Lily James) embarking 
on her lusty Mediterranean 
odyssey via Paris. 

Mamma Mia! Here We Go 
Again lays all of its ABBA love 
on us with platform heels, 
tongue-in-cheek humour and 
joy-infused musical 
performances choreographed 
to perfection by Anthony Van 
Laast. 

Fragmented chronology 
hampers dramatic momentum 
but audiences who loved the 
first film won’t care.

DOWN THE PUB 


A t the age of 74, Mike 
D’Abo has had the 
sort of career that any 
aspiring musician 
would dream of 
embarking upon. 

He’s sung some of the most 
recognisable and enduring 
songs of their era, written 
others that fall into the same 
category, played a key role in 
getting Rod Stewart’s career off 
the ground, penned TV ad 
jingles and acted in the West 
End. 

And if all that’s not enough, 
he’s still performing regularly 
with The Manfreds - a reunion 
of 60s pop stars Manfred Mann 
only without their eponymous 
founder - yet after more than 
half a century in the business, 
he remains ambitious and 
hungry to achieve more. 

“I’m not resting on my 
laurels, I’ve got more I want to 
achieve,” said Mike, who 
replaced Paul Jones in Manfred 
Mann in 1966 and performed 
vocal duties on Ha! Ha! Said 
the Clown, Mighty Quinn and 
My Name is Jack among others. 

“I write songs every day of 
my life,” he explained, “and 
music is such an integral part 
of my life. 

“Writing songs is the most 
satisfying thing for me - 
knowing that a song that 
you’ve created 50 years ago is 
still being well received. 


“I do have thoughts of 
retiring sometimes. When 
you’re on the road and the 
traffic is bad - you end up 
getting the map out and 
wonder if you’re going to get 
there on time, that can be 
stressful. But then you go on 
stage, have a drink afterwards 
and think 'this isn’t so bad’.” 

As well as performing with 
Manfred Mann, the songs Mike 
can claim credit for writing 
songs for other artists, 
including Handbags And 
Gladrags (which opened up to 
a new generation as theme 
tune to The Office), Build Me 
Up Buttercup and even the 
Finger of Fudge TV ad jingle. 

But he admitted: “I wish I’d 
had a hit single under my own 
name as well as under the 
Manfreds name. Maybe I’ve got 
it left in me and it will happen 
in the next 10 years. 

“It happened unexpectedly to 
Rod Stewart. He recorded In A 
Broken Dream when nobody 
knew who Rod Stewart was. 
Then he released it under the 
name of Python Fee Jackson 
and it was a hit after it had 
been lying around in a tape box 
for five years. It shows what 
can happen.” 

Rod and Mike go back a long 
way, it transpires. 

“In my autobiography, which 
isn’t out yet, I’ve devoted a 
whole chapter to Rod,” said 


Mike. “He started coming 
round my house when I lived 
in Paddington. I remember 
thinking then that he would go 
far because his voice was so 
charismatic. 

“He used to go busking 
around Europe and he brought 
his guitar round and sang some 
Scottish folk songs. He had 
something of a real troubadour 
about him. 

“He picked up on Handbags 
And Gladrags and wanted to 
record it but I was producing 
Chris Farlowe at the time and 
of course he had a hit with it. 

“So the first song of mine 
that Rod recorded was Fittle 
Miss Understood. He sang that 
one so that he could have 
Handbags And Gladrags when 
he got an album deal.” 

The forthcoming Manfreds 
autumn tour - when they’ll be 
joined by special guest Georgie 
Fame - comprises 29 dates, 
including Southend’s Cliffs 
Pavilion on October 20. 

The line-up includes Mike’s 
predecessor Paul Jones as well 
as fellow original members 
Mike Hugg and Tom 
McGuiness, so you can expect 
the likes of Doo Wah Diddy, 5- 
4-3-2-1 and Pretty Flamingo to 
feature in the set too. 

“I’m like Ronnie Wood in the 
Stones,” joked Mike. “I’m the 
new boy, I’ve only been in the 
band for 40 years.” 


The band original split in 
1969 but regrouped in 1991. 
There’s no Manfred himself, 
although the invitation was 
there. 

“Manfred has a band called 
The Earth Band,” explained 
Mike, “and he never agreed to 
the opportunity. The Earth 
Band had hits like Blinded By 
The Fight in 70s and I think he 
feels he has a market there, 

“There was some acrimony 
about us using the name but I 
think it’s all water under the 
bridge now.” 

Mike enjoyed a good working 
relationship with Manfred, who 
played keyboards in the band 
and therefore had a lower 
profile, but admitted: “I don’t 
think Paul Jones got on too well 
with him and I think that was 
one reason why he left. If 
someone said “Hello Manfred, I 
saw you on TV last night’ he’d 
say ‘no I’m not Manfred, I’m 
the singer’.

The food stylist 
and ex-MasterChef 
contestant Rukmini 
Iyer talks ELLA 
WALKER through 
roasting tin recipes 

I F there's ever been a good 
rule for Monday to Friday 
mealtimes, it should be 
Rukmini Iyer's. "Weelcnight 
dinners shouldn't be s**t," 
says the food stylist and cook, 
over her homemade Bourbon 
biscuits. "They should be nice, 
but low effort." 

The 33-year-old, who you're 
likely to recognise as a contestant 
on MasterChef 2013, has written 
a whole cookbook packed with 
recipes that fit this bill. 

The Green Roasting Tin is the 
vegetarian and vegan follow-up 
to her debut, The Roasting Tin, 
created for time-poor home 
cooks. It hinges on chucking a 
whole load of ingredients into a 
single tin and roasting it all into 
speedy, tasty, flavourful life. 

The idea for it, she recalls, was 
triggered by tacos and getting 
home absolutely shattered from 
work, in no mood to cook. "I'm 
on my feet all day styling - it's a 
bit like cheffing, you never sit 
down - I like eating something 
fresh when I get in, but I didn't 
want to stand and stir because 
I'd been standing all day." 

So instead, she grabbed all the 
ingredients she needed for tacos, 
popped them in a tin, and 
"blasted it all under the grill" 
From then on, her frying pans 
pretty much knew their days 
were numbered. 

In the book, you'll find warm 
Indonesian gado gado potato 
salad that is pure assembly, 
drizzled with a quick peanut 
sauce; an earthy leek and puy 
lentil gratin with a crisp, cheesy 
topping; and scored aubergines 
slathered in miso. 

"Because it's all roasted, you 
think it might be quite heavy and 
not fresh, but there are so many 
fresh things you can just throw 



on top afterwards," says Rukmini. 
It's all about layers, she explains. 
"You want colour, you want a 
variety, and you want texture. No 
using curly parsley as a garnish 
like they did at school!" 

Rukmini cooked in a casual 
way at university, but it was 
while studying for a law 
conversion degree - which she 
hated - that the possibility of a 
career in food began to occur to 
her. She went from drawing meal 


ideas in her margins during 
lectures, to graduating, putting 
down a deposit for cookery 
school, and then getting a call 
the next day to say she'd been 
picked to appear on MasterChef. 

She can't bring herself to 
watch the show now ("It's too 
stressful") but since then, she's 
worked in the kitchens of 
Michelin-starred chefs Tom 
Kitchin and Raymond Blanc at 
Le Manoir. 



"It's really intense - it's a great 
way to learn because you get 
really quick because you have to 
be," she says of her restaurant 
stints. 

"It's this incredible focus when 
you're doing service, your brain 
has to be razor sharp, and that's 
really exhilarating." 

She found food styling more 
attractive than the relentlessness 
of restaurant cooking though, 
and began assisting on shoots 
("Which means a lot of washing 
up"). 

Rukmini now runs her own 
food styling business - hence 
why the boot of her car is awash 
with blenders, gas burners and 
electric whisks. 

While her whole family's now 
veggie ("They all went, one by 
one"), she tends to eat plant- 
based meals four nights a week, 
and the rule is: "I want to not 
miss meat when I'm eating 
something veggie.” 

As she notes: "You've got to be 
more creative when you've got a 
plate that doesn't have meat on it." 

"You can never have too many 
vegetarian recipes." 

The only sad thing about this 
book, she admits, "is that it hasn't 
got cakes in it" Maybe next time.

I have my opinions, 
which is just as well, being as I 
have this little spot of printed ink 
in which to voice them. 

However, I also defer politely to 
the viewpoints and considered 
judgements of people in the wine 
industry. 

One of the biggest events in the 
wine calendar is the International 
Wine Challenge Merchants' Awards 
dinner (I went once and kicked off 
my shoes on the dance floor). 

There are some proud award- 
winners around at the moment as 
it took place just a few days ago. 

Here are a few headlines which 
might be helpful for that “ooo, err" 
moment when you're wondering 
where to buy wine.

IN MY GLASS ... 

I'VE discovered a couple of 
beautiful wines from California, 
both of them chardonnay. It's 
funny, because 
chardonnay hasn't 
been on my "go-to” 
list of wines in recent 
months. 

First, Edna Valley 
Chardonnay 2016 

(£15.99, or £9.99 in 
a buy six deal at 
Majestic, 14% abv). 

The vineyard is 
halfway between 
San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, five 
miles from the 
Pacific Ocean. The 



climate is perfect for a long, cool 
growing season. 

The wine is soft with a creamy 
mouthfeel and a dalliance of spice. 
I found green apple and delightful 
tropical notes which are moreish. 

Second, Frei Brothers 
Chardonnay Russian River 
Valley 2016 (£17.99, Waitrose, 

14% abv) The Russian River Valley 
is in Sonoma County, California, 
where at night cooling fogs drift in 
from the Pacific to give the grapes 
respite from the heat. 

I loved this wine, with its creamy 
mouthfeel, flecked with subtle 
notes of vanilla, toast and spice 
and ripe tropical fruits.

There were a lot of outrageous 
pranks on MTV show Dirty 
Sanchez, from being slapped in 
the face with a cactus to barbed 
wire hurdle races. How did you 
survive it all? 

I WAS quite happy to do anything 
then and to be inside that kind of 
madness. We travelled the world, 
but now I feel like I've been there 
and done that. 

I'm not partying as much as I did, 
put it that way. You can't go on stage 
and stick a drumstick up your a**e, 
especially when you're 45. 

What's life like now? 

REALLY busy. I have a barber's and 
a tattoo shop at home in Cardiff 
and another one in Bargoed. I've 
also signed with the BBC and have 
big challenges coming. 

I have a four-year plan. I want to 
live in Majorca eventually and go 
swimming and running and cycling. 

I have friends out there, so that's my 
plan. I mean, I love this country and 
it's lovely in summer, but the winters 
.... I just can't take them. 

What does your new healthy 
lifestyle include? 

I TRAIN six days a week and have 
one day off. I'm working on strength 
at the moment in the gym. I started 
as a skateboarder before Dirty 
Sanchez and I was always fit. 

I dived headfirst into Dirty 
Sanchez and went wild for 10 years, 
then I looked at myself bloated and 
yellow-looking and thought 'What 
have I become?' and I decided to do 
something about it. 

I did the Cardiff half-marathon 
first. I had first done it when I was 15 
and I just got addicted to it all. I just 
carried on with marathons, biath¬ 
lons and Ironman events. 

What is it like doing Ironman 
challenges? 

THEY'RE tough. I've done the triple 
Ironman and that's really hard, but 
that's what I enjoy most. I didn't 
stop after I had finished it. I just 
continued training. 

Training keeps me in a happy 
place. I have decided to have a year 
off and concentrate on my strength 
because I have done so much the 
last few years and my body was 
starting to feel it. So I'm concentrat¬ 
ing on building up my strength and 
then I'll start again. 

I view my day off from training as 
having earned my party time. That's 
how I look at it - party time - but I do 
not drink anything like I used to do. 

How do you manage all your 
fitness training on a vegan diet? 

I KNOW a lot about food. I used to 
be a chef and I still understand food. 
It's important when I train. 

I turned vegan a few years ago. I 
love animals and I decided it was 


time to make changes. I've found 
I'm faster and stronger on a vegan 
diet and healing times are quicker. 

I've had people ask 'Where are 
you getting your protein from?' and 
I say 'Erm, well, plants.' 

(Laughs) I do miss a boiled egg, 
but I'm much happier now. I don't 
really think about it any more. 


You and Dirty Sanchez team 
mate Lee Dainton are about to 
go on tour. What can people 
expect from An Audience With 
Dirty Sanchez? 

DOING this was something me and 
Dainton were always talking about. 
We can't carry on touring forever, 
we're getting older and he's got kids 


and family and stuff, but when we 
do see each other it's like it always 
used to be. 

I've known him 25 years and we 
still mess with each other. (Laughs) 
Nothing changes really. 

Dainton has got reams of stuff that 
was never used in the TV show and 
we talk about how Dirty Sanchez 
came about, and our friendship. We 
have a Q&A and encourage people to 
ask whatever they want to know. It's 
nice to go up on stage without 
smashing the living s**t out of 
yourself.

P HIL COLLINS warned "You 
can't hurry love” as his hit 
song became the first track 
on the inaugural Now That's 
What I Call Music! 
compilation album. 

The year was 1983 and Cabbage 
Patch dolls and plastic Swatch 
watches were all the rage and the 
latest buzz words were toy boy and 
chatline. There were only four 
television channels in the UK... and 
no mobile phones. 

Now That's What I Call Music! was 
released on vinyl and audio cassette 
and ended up topping the UK album 
charts for five weeks. 

The first Now compilation 35 years 
ago sold 1.1 million copies and was 
packed with hits from 28 artists with 
Kajagoogoo, UB40 and Culture Club 
all boasting two songs on the album. 
Peabo Bryson and Roberta Flack also 
doubled up for the duet Tonight, I 
Celebrate My Love. 

Duran Duran were asking 
Is There Something I 
Should Know, Heaven 17 
were offering Temptation 
and Bonnie Tyler was 
having a Total Eclipse Of 
The Heart. 

Rod Stewart was also 
singing about Baby lane 
alongside The Cure's 
Love Cats and 
comedy favourite 
Tracey Ullman and 
They Don't Know. 

Or if that did not 
appeal there was Tina 
Turner and Let's Stay 
Together, Mike 
Oldfield's Moonlight 
Shadow or Paul 
Young singing 
Wherever I Lay My 
Hat (That's My 
Home). 

Chances are you 
have had one of the 
Now albums in your 
record collection. 

More than half of the UK 
population have bought - or been 
given - a Now compilation album 
in the years since the first was 
released. 

The most successful volume to 
date is 1999's Now 44, which sold 
2.3 million copies and is the biggest 
selling compilation album ever, but 
98 out of the 99 albums released so 
far have all reached number one in 
the official UK charts. 

Now That's What I Call Music! 4 
was the first volume to be released 
on CD and featured just 15 songs, 
compared to 32 on the LPs and 
cassette. It is the only volume that 
did not get to number one, but it did 
spend two weeks at number two.

Willow Smith on Now 78 with Whip 
My Hair was the youngest to be 
featured on an album and was just 
nine years old at the time. 

The 100 albums have featured 
more than 2,000 artists singing 602 
number one hits since 1983. 

Cassette tapes ceased in 2006 with 
the final cassette being Now 64 and 
the first to be released as download 
was Now 62 in 2005. MiniDiscs 
started with Now 43 in 1999 and 
ended just two years later with Now 
48 in 2001. 

The musical institution has gone 
on to become the biggest selling 
compilation brand in the world with 
global success in more than 60 
countries including America, South 
Korea and New Zealand. 

Now That's What I Call Music 100 
also pays tribute to the first album 
with girl band MU4 singing You Can't 
Hurry Love by The Supremes... the 
classic song covered by Phil Collins 
to open the 1983 album.

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A FTER topping the charts 
in 25 countries with one 
of the best-selling songs 
of the 1980s, that sort of 
success would have gone 
to many singers' heads. Not Rick 
Astley, it would seem. 

"I knew I wasn't cool. I just 
wasn't. Look at the videos!'' a 
relaxed Rick, 52, laughs in a small 
sitting room upstairs from an 
upmarket London restaurant on a 
boiling hot day. 

The bequiffed singer seems 
totally at home reclining in an 
armchair as sunlight pours in 
through the window next to him. 

Throughout our conversation, 
Rick is friendly and self-effacing 
as he reflects on how much pop 
music has changed since his 
enduring classic Never Gonna 
Give You Up arrived 30 years ago. 

"The sharp end of the business, 
where I got my break, still exists 
today,'' he says. "I think it is 
slightly different because I think 
pop is cooler than it was then. If 
you look at successful artists like 
Adele and Ed Sheeran, they are 
pretty cool as well. 

"It's not like going back to the 
days where it was bright and 
breezy. They can sing really 
sincere, even dark songs with 
heavy lyrics and still be the 
biggest artist in the world. 

"In terms of myself and how I 
would have fared now, I just think 
it was a very different time. 

"I'm not saying that Never 
Gonna Give You Up is uncool. I'm 
saying I wasn't cool. I think 
there is a distinction there.'' 

Under the guidance of 
production team Stock Aitken and 
Waterman, the Lancastrian shot 
to stardom. When asked if he ever 
pushed back from the way he was 
marketed, Rick replies: "There was 
no time for that. 

"The first time I went on Top Of 
The Pops, I turned up in a jacket I 
bought while doing a radio 
promotional tour in Scotland and 
found myself on TV in front of 
12 million people! 

"There was no kind of styling or 
strategy for how we were going to 
do this - and that's true today, 
folks!” 

Rick is currently riding the wave 
of what many would have thought 
an unlikely comeback. This week 
he releases his new album, 
Beautiful Life. 

It's the follow-up to 2016's 
platinum-selling 50, his first LP to 
reach number one in the UK since 
his debut Whenever You Need 
Somebody. On his recent success, 
Rick again strikes a modest tone. 

"One of the main things I 
learned while touring the last 
record was people who get to a 
certain age still want to have a 
dance. It made me feel free to 
write more uptempo tunes. 

"I was writing the last one to 
hear it, so I think lyrically I didn't 
even give it a second thought. 

"It was a bit like my midlife 
crisis project and then we ended 
up having a number one album! 

"On this one I've been a bit 
more conscious that people 
are actually going to hear it, 
hopefully!”

Rick Astley is set to release the second record 
of his unlikely comeback. ANDREW ARTHUR 
speaks to the singer-songwriter about his 
80s heyday and how the internet craze 
of 'Rick rolling’ sparked his renaissance 


That Rick is still releasing new 
material is remarkable given that 
aged 27 he retired after selling 
40 million records. 

Disillusioned by the business 
side of the industry, he swapped 
the spotlight for family life to raise 
daughter Emilie with his Danish 
film producer wife Lene Bausager. 

During that time Rick says he 
became "happily invisible” 

"It is a daft and silly business. 

After doing it for five years I never 
fell out of love with music. I've 
always had a studio to potter about 
in. But the idea of having a major 
record deal and trying to have a 
worldwide hit record, knowing what 
that takes up of you as a person, I 
just wasn't willing to carry on. 

"I got sick of it and the business 
and the public probably got sick of 
me. It was a good time to stop.” 

Rick was inadvertently thrust 
back into the public eye as the 
subject of the internet viral 
sensation known as "Rick-rolling" 

Internet users were sent a link to 
a video that claimed to be some¬ 
thing else but then cuts to the video 
of Never Gonna Give You Up. 
Millions of people were tricked by 
the online prank. A decade after it 
caught on, Rick admits he doesn't 
understand the craze that helped 
relaunch his career. 

"Quite early on, a friend 'Rick- 
rolled' me. He did it again and 
again. I kept saying, 'What are you 
doing, you idiot?' 

"It was a bit weird. I didn't really 
grasp it if I'm honest. I discussed it 
with our daughter and she pointed 
out that the whole thing doesn't 
really have anything to do with me. 

"I know it's my video, but it could 
have been anyone. There have 
been some amazing things done 
with it. I don't have any hang-ups 
about it.” 

Rick is clearly a serious musician, 
a description he disputes. He wrote 
four songs on Whenever You Need 



Somebody and wrote 
and recorded 
Beautiful Life and 50 
in his home studio. 

Despite having 
clocked up eight 
other UK top 10 
solo hits, Rick 
still remains 
wedded 
to Never 
Gonna Give 
You Up. But 
he doesn't 
resent his 
signature 
tune. 


"I genuinely 
don't get sick of 
it,” he says. "I didn't 
sing it for so long. It may 
have helped the song too 
because I haven't been to the 
opening of an envelope.” 

While he is disparaging of 
himself, Rick never criticises the 
song he says has been good to him. 

"If it gets played in a bar here, it's 
not like it comes on and it sounds 
really naff. Well, I'm sure some 
people think that. But in terms of 
the general sound of it, I don't 
think it's uncool at all.” 

■ Beautiful Life is out on July 
13. Rick will tour the UK in 
October and November.

RICK ASTLEY-BEAUTIFUL LIFE

MASSIVE respect to any artist who 
restarts their career after having 
one of the biggest pop hits ever, 
especially with a brave foray into a 
different genre. Rick Astley might 
be best known for 1987 earworm 
Never Gonna Give You Up, but 
Beautiful Life is light years from 
that bastion of pop cheesiness. 

Beautiful Life is a fair effort, 
comprising tracks penned by Astley 
and on which he plays all the 
instruments. 

The title track is an uptempo pop 
piece that showcases his soulful 
vocals. But some of the songs - best 
described as an homage to mid- 
noughties Take That - get a bit lost. 

I Need The Light is one of the 
catchiest tracks, though nowhere 
near his classic - but nothing ever 
will be. Rick's come a long way, and 
where he is suits him fine, and fans 
will love this.

The internet has changed the way we sell our homes, but high-street agents are fighting back - so you need to know... 



n average, we 
sell properties - 
our own or when 
family members 
die - around 
every seven 
years. 

Selling is not 
cheap - on a £200,000 property, 
expect to fork out at least £3,000 
(including VAT) in estate agent fees 
and legal costs. 

And, as bills are usually related 
to the property's value rather than 
work involved, pricier homes cost 
more. 

But selling with online agents 
can cut costs to around a third of 
typical high street bills. 

As with anything online, you'll 
have to do some work yourself. 
Currently, according to Which?, 
around one in twelve go online but 
that's growing fast. 

The obvious plus point of online 
estate agents is cost, with around a 
dozen companies to choose from. 

The cheapest selling package 
appears to be doorsteps.co.uk 
whose basic deal weighs in at £99. 
Others such as emoov and house 
network come in at £795 while 
purple bricks is £849 and 
housesimple £995. All rates include 
VAT - estate agents often quote 
commission excluding VAT. 

What you see is not always what 
you pay. Many have add-ons such 
as around £150 for organising 
property visits and a for-sale sign 
outside the property can be an 
extra. Others charge for writing 
property descriptions. 

It can depend on how much you 
are confident doing yourself, 
including negotiating with 
prospective purchasers. 

Your home will probably end up 
on property portals such as Right 
Move or Zoopla, so it competes 
with estate agent offerings. Most 
online agents will value your 
property - usually by comparing 
yours with similar homes. 

A second choice is whether you 
want a no-sale, no fee deal or one 
where you pay no matter if the 
property sells or not. 

Hatched.co.uk charges £495 for 
its standard package where you pay

upfront. If you don't have the 
money, then you can pay later with 
its "enhanced" £895 deal. And if 
you want no-sale, no-fee, this agent 
will charge £1,695. 

Both online and bricks and 
mortar estate agents have to adhere 
to the same regulations, including 
membership of an ombudsman 
-scheme. 

Some such as Purple Bricks try to 
offer the best of both worlds. These 
"hybrid agents',' put you in touch 
with a "Local Property Expert" to 
value your house, take photos and 
organise viewings. 

High street estate agents are 
fighting back though. Many now 
offer fixed-price deals at lower 
prices than the traditional structure 
or have slashed commission rates.

S aving money and energy 
is smart - and one of the 
easiest ways to do both is 
to have a smart meter 
installed. 

More than 11 million 
have already been fitted 
in homes and small 
businesses across the UK, and now TV 
property experts Kirstie Allsopp and 
Phil Spencer, along with comedian 
Susan Caiman, are touring the nation 
to encourage more householders to 
choose a smart meter. 

The power trio are visiting 10 cities 
around the UK over the summer as 
part of the Smart Energy GB 
Campaign for a Smarter Britain 
(smartenergygb.org/en), talking to 
people about the benefits of the clever 
little devices, which could help 
households save enough energy each 
year to power their home for a week 
- adding up to a national total of 
nearly £560 million saved annually. 

The beauty of smart meters is that 
they clearly show how much money a 
household is spending on energy 
every day, thereby making it more 
obvious that families might be able to 
save energy here and there by turning 
more lights off, turning down the 
heating a little, etc. 

Indeed, if every home in the 
country got a smart meter, we could 
save enough energy to power every 
household in Aberdeen, Cardiff and 
Manchester for a year. 

Kirstie says: "How can you know 
you're wasting energy if you can't see 
it? I believe if we all get smart meters, 
it will help make our country greener. 
My smart meter will be right up there 
with those things that I can't imagine 
living without once I've spent enough 
time with it - a bit like Phil really." 

Phil adds: "Choosing a smart meter 
over your current analogue one can 
save time, energy and money, so my 
message to the public on this tour will 
be to take a step closer to a home 
that does the hard work for you." 



Here, the pair answer some of the 
questions they've been tackling on 
their tour... 

I DO PEOPLE HAVE TO HAVE 
A SMART METER? 

Phil says: "It's not compulsory to have 
a smart meter, it's completely your 
choice. The government requires 
energy suppliers to offer smart meters 
to all homes and small businesses 
across Great Britain by 2020, but 
whether you accept them is 
completely up to you." 

HOW MUCH DOES IT COST? 

Kirstie says: "Getting a smart meter 
is free and if we all got one, we could 
save Great Britain nearly £560m a 
year. Additionally, it's time for a 
change in how we use our energy - 
our current system is outdated. The 
analogue meters we're used to are not 
fit for modern living. And that's why 
we're campaigning for people to 
choose a smarter Britain." 

3 HOW DOES A SMART METER 
SAVE 2-3% ON ENERGY BILLS? 

"The smart meter itself won't save you 
money, it’s your behaviour that will 


change," explains Phil. "The way you 
monitor and use your energy is what 
makes the difference to how much 
money you can save. 

"With smart meters, you can see 
how much you're spending in pounds 
and pence. By being better informed, 
you're able to see what changes can 
be made to reduce your energy usage 
and consequently reduce your energy 
costs. Additionally, smart meters 
bring an end to estimated bills by 
sending readings to your supplier 
automatically, meaning you can be 
more confident to pay what you've 
actually used." 

4 IS THE AMOUNT A SMART METER 
HELPS YOU SAVE WORTH IT? 

"The more effort you make, the more 
you save," stresses Kirstie. "When the 
smart meter is in front of you, you 
engage with it and can see how much 
you're actually using and when. 

"Choosing a smart meter will save 
you time, energy, and money. It could 
help you save enough energy to power 
your home for a week. It doesn't cost 
you anything to have one installed, 
and it brings with it a number of 
benefits, such as being in control of 


your usage and no more shock or 
estimated bills." 

ARE THE METERS JUST INSTALLED 
WHERE THE OLD ELECTRICITY OR 
GAS METER WAS? 

"Yes, smart meters replace your 
traditional analogue meters and are 
typically installed in the same place," 
says Phil. "You're also provided at no 
extra cost with an 'In Home Display^ 
which is connected and is a visible 
display of the amount of energy you're 
using. This can be placed anywhere in 
the home." 

6 WHAT ACCESS IS NEEDED FOR A 
SMART METER TO BE INSTALLED? 

Phil explains: "You need to get in 
contact with your energy company to 
arrange a free installation and they'll 
be able to discuss the access you 
need. You'll need to provide them 
with clear access to the meter and be 
at home for the installation." 

7 ARE THE DISPLAYS EASY TO 
UNDERSTAND? 

"They’re very easy to understand, and 
I'm not technically minded," admits 
Kirstie. "They’re intuitive. On the 


display, you can see how much you're 
spending in pounds and pence, rather 
than kWh - something that's 
meaningless to most of us. You can 
also see whether your energy usage is 
high, medium or low from just a quick 
glance." 

8 WHAT REACTIONS ARE YOU 
GETTING FROM PEOPLE YOU'VE 
SPOKEN TO ON THE TOUR? 

"People are surprised it's free to install 
a smart meter - it saves you money 
and helps the environment, and this 
adds up for the country as a whole," 
says Phil. 

"You're either part of the solution or 
part of the problem. 

"We need to look after our planet. 
When that's spelled out to people, it 
leaves a mark. 

"People are always wary of change, 
but when you stop to think that 20 
years ago, nobody recycled and now 
it's become a social norm, that's what 
will happen with smart meters," he 
adds. 

"We have so much data in our lives 
but not on energy, the very thing we 
spend a huge amount on, which 
doesn't make any sense."

Lunaria Annua 
- Honesty 


S pring is the time for 

sowing seeds, especially 
annuals - those plants 
which germinate, flower 
and die all in the same 
year. However there is 
another category of 
plant - biennials - which 
can be sown in early to mid-summer. 

These plants take two years to 
complete their life cycle - sow now 
and they will germinate and form a 
rosette of leaves this year, followed by 
a spike of flowers next spring. The 
plant will then set seed and die in the 
autumn. 

Many of our most-loved flowers fall 
into this category, such as foxgloves, 
forget-me-nots, Queen Anne's Lace, 
Sweet Williams and wallflowers. 

So if you'd like to see these in your 
garden next year, harvest or buy some 
seed now and get propagating. 

You won't get the quick gratification 
that annuals provide, but with a little 
patience and dedication you will be 
rewarded with colourful and often 
fragrant flowers that both you, the 
bees and butterflies will enjoy. Here is 
my pick of the crop: 

Oenothera biennis, or evening 
primrose is a tall biennial that grows 
up to 1.5 metres with yellow flowers. 

These only open at night to release 
their fragrance - this is to attract 
night-time pollinators such as moths. 
It's a good choice for poor soil so long 
as it's well drained and in the 
sunshine, and once you have it, it will 
self-seed happily, making it a great 
choice if you like an informal look in 
your garden. 

It's hugely popular as a herbal 
remedy - the oil in the seeds contain 
fatty acids that are used to help with 
hormonal and other health issues. 

Digitalis because who doesn't like a 
foxglove? Elegant spires covered in 
bell-shaped blossoms and if you look 


closely, you will often see the hairy 
behind of a bumble bee buried within 
nuzzling away for nectar. 

The flowers form capsules - open 
these and you will see the plant's tiny 
brown seeds inside. You can scatter 
these straight into the soil but you'll 
need to be eagle-eyed when weeding 
to avoid removing the subsequent 
seedlings. 

You can also propagate in 
seed modules or pots. Scatter on 
the surface of pre-wetted seed 


compost and don't cover as 
they need the light to germinate. 

Lunaria annua, or Honesty is grown 
as much for its attractive purple 
flowers in spring as for its beautiful 
disc-shaped translucent silver pods - 
a florist's favourite in their dried form. 

There's also a lovely white variety 
'albiflora! Sow well spaced in seed 
trays where they will take about a 
fortnight to germinate. 

You want to get them planted into 


their final flowering positions outside 
in September/October so they have 
time to establish roots. 

Dianthus barbatus, or Sweet 
William, like all members of the 
Dianthus family - it's all about that 
delicious sweet clove scent. 

The Duchess of Cambridge 
included a white version in her 
wedding bouquet, which was a 
delightful romantic gesture to her 
new husband. 


Otherwise they come in bright 
pinks and reds and there's a lovely 
dark variety called 'Sooty' with very 
dark ruby blossoms and chocolate- 
coloured foliage. Sow seeds in early 
summer and plant out to final 
positions either in autumn or next 
spring into fertile soil, adding some 
slow-release fertiliser to the planting 
hole. 

Sunshine is best for flower 
production and they make excellent 
cut flowers.

JOBS FOR THE WEEK 


■ It's a battle at the 
moment to keep everything 
hydrated. Keep a basin in 
your kitchen sink and use 
the dishwater for your pots 
and containers. 

■ It's a good time to take 
softwood and semi-ripe 
cuttings - this is a great way 
to grow expensive plants 
such as Buxus. 

■ Take cuttings from 
tenderplants to over-winter 
indoors. 


■ Pinch out tomato shoots. 
Feed tomatoes, peppers and 
cucumber with high-potash 
fertiliser once fruits start to 
form. 

■ Check for cabbage white 
butterfly eggs under 
cabbage leaves and remove. 

■ Sow spring cabbage, 
turnips, fennel and autumn/ 
winter salads. 

■ Cherry, plum and peach 
trees can be pruned if 


needs be now - this is a job 
you can't do in winter as 
there is a risk of silver leaf 
disease. 

■ Stop climbing beans when 
they reach the tops of their 
stakes so they divert energy 
to cropping on sideshoots. 

■ Missed the potato 
planting season? You can 
get cold-stored tubers 
which can be planted now 
and will mature for 
Christmas. 
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Echium pininana, or Giant Viper's 
Bugloss is one of my favourite plants. It's 
great for adding drama and excitement 
because it grows several metres tall. 

I have them growing at the front of the 
house where they happily self-seed. 

I've noticed they sometimes take an 


additional year to complete their life cycle 
- the middle year they gather their 
strength to send up these enormous 
spikes covered in violet blue flowers. 

I can think of no other plant that attracts 
the same number of bees - their buzzing is 
the sound of summer for me! 


ASK DIARMUID 



Q Why does my magnolia 
have flowers and leaves 
all on one side and nothing 
at all on the other? It had 
to be moved two years 
ago, but last year it was 
lovely with lots of leaves 
and blossoming flower. 

A Dixon 

A in general, magnolias 
don't like being 
uprooted and moved so 
your tree may be sulking a 
bit before settling down 
properly again. The flower 
buds on a magnolia form 


the previous year which 
could explain why you got 
full blossoms the first year 
after moving it. 

However, the fact that 
there are no leaves at all 
on one side is more 
concerning. Just lightly 
scratch the bark and it 
should be green under¬ 
neath - if so the branches 
are still alive. 

Finally, is that side too 
cramped, shady or dry? 
Keep it well watered and 
next spring give it some 
fertiliser as a boost. 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


PENSTEMON 'GARNET' 

This is a jewel of a plant that 
sparkles - it's laden with deep 
pink-red blossoms at the 
moment and should keep going 
until the beginning of autumn. 

It's an easy care perennial 
that doesn't need staking. It 
grows happily in sunshine or 
semi-shade, though it doesn't 
like being flooded in winter. 

Deadhead by removing the 


spike of faded flowers and use 
liquid feed fortnightly to keep 
the display going. 

It's hardy but in very cold 
places you could apply a mulch 
in winter. 

I'd leave the dead stems on 
over winter as a form of 
protection, then cut back to 
buds a couple of inches above 
ground in April.

T he word icon is all too often 

overused in the motoring world but 
when it comes to a genuine off-road 
car then Jeep defines it, standing 
head and shoulders above any rival 
makes and has done so for almost the past 
80 years. 

Ever since the first Willys Jeep was built 
and used in WWII by the US army, the 4x4 
has survived and prospered in the 
commercial world and become, particularly 
in its homeland, the most versatile and 
practical go-anywhere vehicle of its kind. 

In recent times we have seen here the vast 
growth of 4x4 Sports Utility Vehicles but 
none can compete on the same off-road 
terms as the Jeep which remains totally 
versatile enough to plough unhindered 
through deep gorges or up steep rain sodden 
mountain tracks and the like. 

Despite a broadening of the Jeep Wrangler 
range in particular right-hand-drive models 
have never been a big seller in this country - 
a few hundred models a year - but with Jeep 
now under the control of the Fiat empire 
and a new model arriving hopes are high 
this will see an increase in UK sales. 

The problem for UK Jeep bosses is that 
they have yet to finalise both specifications 
and prices on the basic three Wrangler 
versions coming here - the entry-level Sport, 
the more up-market and posher four-door 
Sahara and the out-and-out adventurer two- 
door Rubicon version. 

The problem is that in comparison to 


rivals like the Range Rover equivalent they 
will be expensive - the two-door Sport is 
expected to start at around £44,000 while the 
range-topping Rubicon is likely to top the 
£55,000 mark. 

So in reality most buyers will probably 
already be fans of the Wrangler anyway and 
aware of its heritage while Fiat UK will be 
hoping it will also lure would be new drivers 
to the world of serious 4x4s as against the 
SUV ‘softies’ preference models of which 
there are so many around nowadays. 

There will be a choice of just two engines - 
a two-litre turbocharged 268bhp petrol or a 
2.2-litre turbocharged 197bhp diesel - with 
either an eight-speed automatic gearbox or a 
six-speed manual. 

Clearly here the most likely choice will be 
the diesel with that impressive automatic 
gearbox and in the four-door Sahara version 
(driven here) which is likely to top around 
£50,000 when the models start arriving here 
early this Autumn. 

The basics of the Wrangler remain much 
as before with its still American style body 
mounted on a steel frame with two axles 
attached but both two- and four-door body 
shells and the mechanics underneath have 
been subtly changed and improved. 

There’s the big, some would perhaps say 
somewhat ugly seven slot grille and circular 
shaped headlights at the front - but again so 
Jeep Wrangler-like - and some smarter rear 
light clusters give it a new dimension at the 
rear. 


Inside there’s still that great high driver’s 
position but the interior has been smartened 
up with softer-touch materials on the 
surrounds yet still durable while the controls 
and dials are well laid out and easy for the 
driver to use as is the touch screen which 
varies in size depending on the model. 

Down below is there’s the low ratio 
gearbox for using in those tough off-road 
drives plus there’s also various auxiliary plug 
socks which owners can use when adding a 
number of options on board. 

For the diehard off-road Wrangler fans 
opting for the Rubicon then they can easily 
remove either doors by a simple one-hand 
lift operation and also take out the front 
windscreen and put them all in the boot - a 
symbolic gesture back to the days of the 
Willys Jeep! 

Freedom and choice remains the key word 
for any Wrangler buyer with a choice of 
three different types of roof - from canvas to 
hardtop - and inside they all have today’s 
mod cons on board such as FED lights, 
AppleCarPlay and Android Auto plus safety 
features like blind spot monitoring and rear 
cross path detection and more. 

Driving the Sahara diesel on normal roads 
and it’s vastly much quieter and all round 
more refined than the old model making it 
more extremely civilised to drive but 
naturally it comes into its own climbing up 
and down rain-soaked, deep gouged rough 
tracks in the foothills of the Austrian Alps as 
experienced on its press debut. 


It’s quite remarkable how both the Sahara 
and the shorter length Rubicon just treated 
such horrendously difficult terrain with total 
contempt and easily completing a severely 
difficult off-road course over in an hour and 
a half without blinking. 

At the end of the day Fiat knows that this 
Wrangler will not be at the top of the 
genuine 4x4 off-roaders sales list but it 
should attract non-Jeep converts who want 
something different from the current batch 
of up-market big SUVs on the market. 

One thing is certain that none of them 
would have been able to complete the 
mountain side test drive Jeep laid on for the 
new Wrangler launch - so anyone looking 
for that kind of weekend adventure should 
try this new Jeep out.

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FIRST DRIVE BMW X4 by Chris Russon 

TURNING UP THE HEAT 



B MW is turning up 
the heat in the SUV 
market with an all- 
new X4 model that’s 
out to rival the 
Porsche Macan. 

Priced from £42,900 the 
coupe version of the 
Bavarian car maker’s is not 
cheap but is right on the 
money compared to the 
opposition. 

In high performance 
xDrive M40 guise it outguns 
the Macan in all but fuel 
economy although at some 
£55,000 the M versions are 
around £6,000 more 
expensive. 

More competitively priced 
are the X4 M Sport models 
which cost from £45,600 and 
come with 2.0-litre diesel 
engines developing 190bhp 
which results in a 0 to 60 
acceleration of eight seconds 
and a maximum of 132mph. 

As such, and for some 
£3,000 more than it takes to 
get into a similarly powered 


X3, you get a smoothly styled 
model that is right in the 
middle of BMW’s SUV line 
up. With a new look all 
round the latest X4 sits 
around half-an-inch lower 
but more importantly is 
almost three inches longer at 
15ft 6in and at 6ft 5ins wide 
is now exactly the same 
width as the Macan. 

Boot space is unchanged 
at 500 litres but there’s more 
room inside and with BMW’s 
new-look grille and larger 
diameter wheels the latest X4 
looks the part. 

It is also rather good to 
drive as we discovered 
putting an xDrive 20d M 
Sport through its paces in 
the Cotswolds. 

On the road the X4 is 
surprisingly quiet and 
refined as it goes about its 
business and the drive is on 
the sporty side with minimal 
roll when cornering. 

Mated to an eight-speed 
automatic transmission and 


with all X4s being four- 
wheel-drive it is a very 
capable vehicle that can 
tackle all road conditions 
with confidence. 

Fuel economy is rated at 
50.4mpg with emissions of 
146g/km and we managed to 
average a creditable 42 to the 


gallon driving normally. 

Standard kit on M Sport 
models includes sports seats 
at the front, a semi digital 
instrument cluster and 
BMW’s Professional 
navigation system operated 
either via a wide touchscreen 
or the i-Drive controls. 


It sits on 19-inch alloys 
which did not appear to 
unsettle it in any fashion and 
comes with a full gamut of 
driver aids. 

The car we tried also came 
with a head-up display and 
gesture control as part of a 
technology pack that added 
£1,690 to the price while 
other options included 
adaptive LED headlights, a 
panoramic sunroof and 
adaptive sports suspension. 

Factor in a Harman 
Kardon sound system and 
BMW’s Driver Assistant Plus 
which includes lane 
departure, blind spot 
monitoring and a surround- 
view camera among other 
options and the total cost of 
the vehicle topped out at 
£57,255. 

That’s a premium price in 
anyone’s book - but then the 
X4 is a premium model in no 
uncertain terms. 

In mighty M40 
specification the X4 comes 


with either a 3.0-litre diesel 
or petrol engine developing 
326bhp as the M40d or 354 
for the M40i. 

Those engines give the car 
a sub-five second 
acceleration time and that 
betters the Macan by some 
margin, although the 
Porsche is slightly more 
economical by a couple of 
miles per gallon on official 
figures. 

At the moment the M40i is 
the only petrol offering in 
the X4 range which not only 
demonstrates BMW’s 
confidence in its diesel 
engines but in M Sport guise 
is a most competent all- 
rounder and vastly 
improved. 

In the four years since the 
original X4 hit the scene 
some 200,000 have rolled off 
the production line at 
BMW’s Spartanburg factory 
in the United States - the 
newcomer looks well set to 
build on that.

Lambert’s gold at 
international meet 

Four Harlow Judo Club members make visit to Kent 



FOUR Harlow Judo Club players 
took part in the Kent Interna¬ 
tional at Medway Park which saw 
500 competitors doing battle over 
two days of competition. 

This high level event attracted 
players of ah levels from all over 
the UK and was attended by clubs 
from abroad, with a high standard 
of judo on display. 

In the Yellow belt section, 
George Franks, aged 11, was up 
first in his weight group, which 
was one of several popular cat¬ 
egories. 

He won his first rounds but 
dropped to the repecharge where 
he lost the next fight, which 
knocked him out of medal con¬ 
tention. However Franks finished 
in a very respectable fifth place. 

Sam Cobbin-Brown, 11, had the 
added disadvantage of going up a 
weight category and competing 
against older players. 

Despite this he battled hard to 
hold his own and came away with 
a well-earned bronze medal. 

Tough 

In the Orange/Green belt sec¬ 
tion, the club was represented by 
Owen Lambert (12) and Lewis 
Carter (14). 

Both boys had tough groups 
and encountered players from a 
large Dutch contingency in their 
respective sections. 

Lambert dominated his group 
with mature judo and superb 
techniques, taking five straight 
wins to claim the gold medal. 

Carter had a great start in his 
campaign and again showed the 
maturity of his judo techniques 
making it through to the cros¬ 
sover. 


He lost the next two rounds and 
was knocked out of medal con¬ 
tention, but also finished in a 
creditable fifth place. 

Coach Mick Ellis said: “It was a 
very tough competition for all 
players but I am very pleased with 
the team’s overall performance. 

“They all fought really well, 
showed great technique and spirit 
and did their best, which is what I 
ask of them.” 

Lambert was part of the North¬ 


ern Home Counties area team at 
the British National Team Cham¬ 
pionships held in Cardiff. 

He was one of six boys selected 
from Essex, Bedfordshire, Buck¬ 
inghamshire, Berkshire, Hert¬ 
fordshire and Oxfordshire to 
represent the Pre-Cadets Boys 
team in individual weight cat¬ 
egories. 

It was an action packed day and 
the boys were on top form each 
winning their rounds respect¬ 


ively to make it through to the 
semi-finals despite being a player 
down and giving away a win to the 
other teams. 

Here, they had to beat Scotland, 
which they did with ease taking 
them through to the final round 
against reigning champions, Lon¬ 
don area. 

However, they couldn’t contin¬ 
ue their winning streak, and fin¬ 
ished a well-deserved and hard 
fought second place. 


The Pre-Cadet boys fought their 
hearts out but unfortunately, Lon¬ 
don area proved to be the stronger 
team. 

Owen fought tremendously 
well with some explosive judo and 
the overall Pre-Cadet boys’ team 
was very strong.
